I had at the first 
intended to copy literally the report in this letter, 
but I relinquished the design in fear complaint 
might be made of the space given to such a subject, 
although the report is brief. The Lectionary at 
present used in the church was first framed in 1549, 
but this scheme contained numerous imperfections, 
and it was successively revised in 1552, 1559, 1604, 
and 1662. The Lectionary proposed is a return to 
the old practice still retained in the communion 
service, in which short selections are made from 
the Bible. The reformers adopted a practical rule: 
they put down in the Lectionary a chapter of the 
Old Testament and a chapter of the New Testament, 
omitting only the chapters which appeared most 
unintelligible or mere litanies of names. The Ritu- 
al commissioners have very properly considered 
the arrangement of the Bible into chapters as arbi- 
tary (as everybody knows it to be), and disregard- 
ing them, have made the new Lessons portions of 
chapters. They have retained the existing prac- 


tice of reading a portion both of the Old and New 


Testaments. While they have advisedly abstained 
from recommending any omissions of coarse or 
obsolete words for the Lessons set, they have 
omitted many chapters and portions of chapters, 
which “are not conducive to edification when 
read in the general congregation.” The commis- 
sioners have shortened many of the Lessons, and 
“ have introduced many passages of Scripture (e. g., 
from the Book of Chronicles and from the Book of 
the Prophet Ezekiel), which are not now read in 
public worship ; on the other hand, we have largely 
reduced the number of Lessons taken from the 
Apocrypha, so that instead of 26 Lessons taken from 
it for holy days, there will now be only four, and 
instead of 106 for ordinary days, there will now be 
only 40. The New Testament Lessons are so ar- 
ranged that the whole of that which is now read 
three times will be read twice in the course of the 
year—once in the morning and once in the eve- 
ning. The yearly calendar will be closed with 22 
Lessons from the Book of the Revelation of St. John 
the Divine. For the proper Lessons on holy days, 
many passages have been chosen which we think 
will be found more appropriate than those in the 
existing table. Lessons for Ash Wednesday are 
provided, and the series of Lessons for the holy 
week is now made complete. A second series of 
Lessons for even song on Sundays has been also 
provided, to be used either as alternative Lessons 
at the second service, or at a third service, if such 
service be thought desirable. When there is a 
third service, we propose to leave to the minister’s 
discretion to read for the second Lesson any chap- 
ter or appropriate Lesson out of the four Gospels 
which he may think it expedient to select. We 
further propose that upon occasions to be approved 
by the ordinary other Lessons may, with his con- 
sent, be substituted for those which are appointed 
in the calendar.”” Now the morning service em- 
braces only the Gospels, while the Epistles are heard

Now really this is incompre- 
hensible. I admit, if hard pressed, that M. de 
Barante should have ascribed to himself the largest 
part, the artist’s part,in the preparation of the 
book, and should have looked upon himself as the 
real author ; for, after all,it was assuredly his pen 
which created the charming book all of us have 
tread. This would have been merely a pardonable 
illusion of vanity, one of those natural exaggerations 
to which we abandon ourselves when we consider 
ourselves and our talents. But the question here 
is altogether different.

of thing; and as it-is impossible to believe M. de 
Barante designed to deceive the public, this is an 
example of self-illusion which seems to me deserves 
4 place among the most extraordinary psychologi- 
cal phenomena.”

“Tue Giosg,” a London paper in which, some 
thirty or forty years ago, Lord Palmerston hell a 
proprietary share, sometimes writing short “ lead- 
ers,” has been a Tory organ since 1867, and is a 
sort of rival to the “ Pall Mall Gazette.” It lately 
made a calculation of the proportion of English 
books which go through more than one edition. It 
says: “As a basis for our calculation we will take 
the ‘ Publisher’s Catalogue’ for the year 1868, and 
select fifteen pages at hap-hazard in different parts 
of the volume for the purposes of examination. We 
find the number of books named on these pages to 
be 1116; of these 312, or about 28 per cent., have, 
we are told, survived more than one edition. Of 
this number 157 are described as being ‘new edi- 
tions.’ This exceedingly vague term may obviously 
either include books that have made their appear- 
ance for the second or fiftieth time. Out of the re- 
maining 155 works, then, we find that 48 appear as 
second editions, 33 as third, 14 as fourth, 16 as 
fifth, 10 as sixth, 7 as seventh, 7 as eighth, 4 as 
ninth, 6 as tenth, 1 as eleventh, 1 as thirteenth, 2 
as fourteenth, and 1 severally as fifteenth, sixteenth, 
seventeenth, twenty-first, thirty-sixth, and forty- 
seventh editions, From these figures it will be 
seen that nearly one-third of the books published in 
England go through two or more editions, and a fur- 
ther investigation proves that such works consist 
chiefly af popular histories, travels, the better kind 
of novels, and standard poetry, as well as ably- 
written scientific, professional, and religious books. 
The remaining two-thirds are largely composed of 
purely ephemeral literature, such as pamphlets, 
sermons, nursery tales, &c., and works that either 
enjoy a very limited sale or none at all.” 


Tue great library of the Duke of Marlborough, in 
Blenheim Palace, Woodstock, near Oxford, has been .

Price 
thirty pounds.’’ This edition is the Geneva Bible, 
published in 1557, and derives its title from the 
fact that it was made in Geneva by English divines 
who had fled to Switzerland from the persecutions 
of Mary I., Queen of England. It is the first trans- 
lation that was printed in Roman letters and divided 
into verses. In 1568, it was republished in London 
during the reign of Elizabeth, under the superin- 
tendence of Matthew Parker, Archbishop of Canter- 
bury.

There is also, under the head “ Junius,’’ a close in- 
quiry into the authorship of the remarkable Letters 
80 signed, the author of which was content (or com- 
pelled) to keep his name a secret. 

The first volume of Dr. Allibone’s work was 
gratefully dedicated to his publisher, Mr. G. W. 
Childs, who had greatly furthered the author’s la- 
bors “ by his enterprise and zealous and intelligent 
interest.” Its success was immediate and speedy, 


and Dr. Allibone applied himself with that diligence | 


which seems to have become engrafted upon his 
mind to complete it. 

From a memorandum by Dr. Allibone, in June, 
1866, and carefully preserved by us as a literary cu- 
riosity, and probably forgotten by him long since, 
we take the following facts: “On Tuesday last, 
May 29, at 3.27 P. M., I wrote the last lines of the 
last page of the Dictionary projected by me in 1850, 
and which I commenced preparing for the press 
August 1, 1853. In humble imitation of my illus- 
trious predecessor of ‘The Decline and Fall,’ I then 
*took several turns’ in the ‘ garden,’ and walked 
around Rittenhouse Square. 
there Gibbon had me—but my satisfaction was re- 
flected in the countenance of (my invaluable aman- 
uensis) an excellent wife, and there J had Gibbon!” 
In addition, we can state that the manuscript of the 
Dictionary, as copied by Mrs. Allibone, then (May, 
1866) occupied 19,044 foolscap, large pages; with 
a few pages in large quarto. The chief letters ran 
as follows: B MS., pp. 1873; A, 1555; M,1796; 
8, 2251; W, 2008; S and W, respectively, took 
Dr, Allibone about twenty-twomonths. Of Smiths 
he has chronicled about 700, and among these are 
92 John Smiths, Dr. Allibone was at once fortu- 
nate and happy in his amanuensis. The writer of 
this was informed by Mrs. Mary Buckland, wife of 
the Professor of Geolozy in the University of Oxford, 
that from the double misfortune of her handwriting 
being excellent, and Ais almost illegible, she had 
to transcribe his well-known Bridgewater Treatise 
forthe press. It consists of two volumes contain- 
ing over 1100 printed pages octavo, and so hard 
did Dr. Buckland find it to please his own very 
fastidious taste, his wife had to write the manuscript 
seventeen times over. 

In consequence of Mr. Childs having relinquished 
the business of book publisher, the conclusion and 
completion of Allibone’s Dictionary will be pub- 
lished by J. B. Lippincott & Co., of Philadelphia, 
and certainly, from the resources, liberality, and 
spirit of that eminent house, the author may con- 
fidently rely that full justice will be done to his 
magnum opus. Though, as we have shown, the work 
was completed in May, 1866, the author has ma- 
terially added to it since that time. We have had 
the opportunity of carefully examining some arti- 
cles in the forthcoming volumes, namely ; those of 
which Lord Macaulay, Alexander Pope, Walter 
Scott, and William Shakspeare are the subjects. 
The first has been largely read as a prefatory me- 
moir to one of the American editions of the “ His- 
tory of England.” The article on Pope would make 
about sixty-four pages, in the usual type of a 12mo. 
volume. That on Scott (in which are included in-

The trial of the British soldiers, including the tes- 
timony of the witnesses, argument of counsel (ex- 
cept that of Robert Treat Paine) and charge of the 
court by Justice Trowbridge, is given at length, 
occupying over one hundred and fifty pages of the 
volume. There is also furnished an old plan of 

Boston and picture of the massacre. The verdict 
in the proceedings against the soldiers found some 
of them guilty of manslaughter, who prayed the 
benefit of clergy, which was allowed them, and 
thereupon they were each of them burnt in the 
hand in open court and discharged. Among the 
many works touching our early history which Mr. 
Munsell has published in such neat form, this will 
be regarded as one of the most interesting.

The Cross: a Poem, By Robert Wharton Landis. 
pp. 462. New York and Cincinnati: C. F. Vent. 
The author is a professor of theology in the The- 

ological Seminary at Danville, and he dedicates 

his work to his friend and colleague, Dr. Robert J. 

Breckinridge. The poem extends through nineteen 

books, and contains, if our hurried addition is cor- 

rect, over fifteen thousand lines. It was commenced, 
we are told, many years ago, but without any at- 
tempt to hasten the execution of the design, and 
was pursued “ only in those fevered moments when 
mind and heart were enkindled and attuned to full 
harmony with the theme.” Being thus voluminous 
in extent, grave in its scope, and representing as it 
does the serious thought of the writer’s earlier and 
later manhdod, it is not to be judged after such a 


| hasty examination as that to which we are neces- 


sarily limited. It requires to be carefully read and 
duly considered before any judgment worth ex- 
pressing can be formed, and even then that judg- 
ment will be modified by the reader’s like or dislike 
of what is termed “‘ Religious Poetry,” or at least 
of poems of this class. The theme is an ambitious 
one—it is beyond the range of a mere poetaster’s 
reach, and whether Professor Landis has elevated 
himself to the height of the “great argument” 
which he has attempted can be determined not in 
a paragraph, but in a calm and careful examination 
of what he has written.

The American Botanst and Florist: inclading Les- 
sons in the Structure, Life, and Growth of Plants ; 
together with a Simple Analytical Flora descrip- 
tive of the Native and Cultivated Plants growing 
in the Atlantic Division of the American Union. 
By Alphonso Wood, A. M., author of the “ Class- 
Book of Botany,” etc. pp. 172,392. New York:

Mr. Wood has divided the matter of the present 
volume into two portions. The first contains the 
general principles of the science in about two-thirds 
of the space occupied in his Class-Book. The 
space thus gained is employed for the intro- 
duction of a series of Synoptical Tables exhibiting 
at a glance the principles contained in the several 
chapters and in their combined relations. The 
second portion of the volume consists of a Flora in 
which all the known flowering and fern-like plants, 
both native and cultivated (excepting the sedges 
and the grasses) growing in the Atlantic sections 
of the country, amounting to about four thousand 
species, are recorded and defined. The use of the 
Flora is facilitated by the employment of type 
of different sizes,

The author is Professor of Geology, Zoology, and 
Botany in the University of Michigan at Ann Ar- 
bor. His work is well adapted to the large number 
of intelligent readers who are interested in the 
developments of recent science, and who would 
gladly take a panoramic survey of its leading ge- 
neralizations, but who have not the opportunity or 
the training to enable them to work their way 
through formal scientific treatises. The style is 
elevated and attractive, with a rather too strongly 
marked infusion of the rhetorical element. Science 
in the treatment it receives from Prof. Winchell is 
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not exorcised of its divinity by a critical philosophy. 
He regards nature as a revelation of God to all in- 
telligences, and thus as following the offices of a 
revelation and furnishing the data of a theology. 
Numerous illustrations, about a hundred, are scat- 
tered through the text. The volume deserves to 
be favorably received, and will be read both with 
pleasure and profit.
